"Whatever kind of a charter 
we presented, it could not have 
affected the city's status ai 
member of the Los Angeles dty 
school system until July 1, 
1937," he said. "This is because 
the state school law expressly 
points out that there can be no 
change in a school system dur­ 
ing the middle of a term. Thus 
we had nothing to gain by rush­ 
ing thru a charter draft, ii 
much as the document creates a 
Torrance school district.''
